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As  generally  practiced  in  the  Northeast,  ”Farra  and  Homo  Development”  represents  an 
.-xpansion  ef  the  county  program  of  work  to  help  farm  families  Y»rith  their  individual 
management  problems,  and  to  improve  their  decision-making  abilityo  It  rounds  out 
the  local  program  by  giving  greater  attention  to  the  kinds  of  problems  on  farms  and 
in  hones  that  cannot  bo  adequately  net  by  mass  methods  and  general  recommendations* 
The  following  activities  will  serve  to  illustroabo  how  the  work  is  being  done  in  the 
different  counties*  Several  of  tnosc  activities  may  be  found  in  cimy  one  county* 

!•  Organized  Group  Planning  vfith  Selected  Families 


This  is  designed  to  help  a small  group  of  farm  families  work  individually  on  a com- 
plete farm  and  home  program  in  lino  with  their  own  goals  and  resources  * Standard 
forms  arc  used  as  guides  to  help  them  think  through  stop  by  step  the  development  of 
their  plan* 

II.  Planning  Y/ith  Special  Interest  Groups 


This  is  designed  to  help  moot  the  management  problems  of  specialized  typos  of  farm- 
ing, such  as  poultry,  fruit,  etc*  Each  group  requires  special  background  informa- 
tion and  planning  forr.is  to  fit  their  system  of  farming*  Considerable  emphasis  is 
placed  on  business  analysis  and  evaluation  of  alternatives*  A similar  approach  ma.y 
bo  used  Yfith  part-time  a.nd  rural  non- farm  fa.milios,  wnth  the  ompha.sis  on  the  homo 
and  family  living. 

Ill*  Planning  with  Groups  to  Moot  a Specific  Problem 


This  is  designed  to  help  individua.ls  moot  importc.nt  current  problems  common  to  a. 
number  of  farmers,  such  as  a.djustmcnts  to  changes  in  farm  programs,  nrices,  and 
ma.rkot  situa.tions;  and  the  introduction  of  now  things  into  an  cMroa.dy  v/oll- 
ostablishod  business*  Examples  are  — 


1*  Planning  o.  fore.go  program  in  lino  Y\rith  individual  farm  needs  and  resources* 

2,  Planning  by  individuals  on  Y/hon  and  Iioy/  to  shift  to  bulk  handling  of  milk* 

3*  Planning  on  land  use  for  the  individual  fams  in  a watershed  area* 

IVo  Planning  wnth  Individual  Farm  Families 

This  is  designed  to  help  meet  the  requests  for  o.ssistanco  made  by  individual  fo.mi- 
lios,  many  of  YYhich  cannot  be  mot  through  group  activities.  It  might  also  be  a 
folloY;-up  to  group  activity  or  a Y/ay  to  got  started  Y/ith  a family*  Examples  arc  — 

1*  A program  and  operating  agreement  for  a father-son  combination* 

2*  A progro.m  for  a family  getting  established  on  a new  farm. 

3*  A program  for  a family  in  a critical  financial  situn.tion. 


NOTE  ; It  is  assumed  that  an  active  gcnercvl  educational  program  in  the  county  must 
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go  along  with  the  above  planning  activities  to  help  them  carry  out  their  plans  and 
progra.ms,  and  to  provide  the  current  technical,  ocono:.iic,  and  farm  prograir  informa- 
tion needed  for  continuous  sound  planning  and  rianagomont* 
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
